The effect of the gold buying pro- 


gram on government bond prices and 
on government credit was a principal 
point 
of

criticism 
made 
by 


Sprague in resigning as special finan- 
cial advisor to the Treasury. He said 
that several issues of governments 
already were under par and argued 
that if this trend continued the re- 
sult would be an inability to float new 
bond issues and a collapse of govern- 
mental credit. This, in turn, he pre- 
dicted would lead directly to "unre- 
strained inflation" with the govern- 
ment issuing fiat money to pay its 
bills.

abroad nnd pushing the price of the 
metal upward. A corollary result is 


,,.depreciation of the dollar in terms of 


other currencies. 


Woodin Critical 


Meantime Secretary 
Woodin, on 


leave of absence in New York, issued 
an informal statement taking Sprague 
to task for impugning the financial in- 
tegrity of the government. 


"I 
must 
seriously 
criticize 
Dr. 


Sprague for the assertion he practi- 
cally made that the United States 
Treasury is placed in a position where 
it must borrow several billion dollars 
from the people on bad securities," he 
said. 


"In any way to suggest that United 


States government bonds are or can be 
or will be in any sense bad securities 
is not only a reflection on the wealth 
and integrity of this country and its 
people, but impeaches Dr. Sprague's 
own common sense and competency as 
a student of finance. Further, 
Dr. 


Sprague is permitting what he con- 
cedes to be a personal embarrassment 
to becloud his judgment and to ruffle 
his ordinary good temperament." 


Fisher for Ruosevclt 


PHILADELPHIA—(/f)—Prof. Irving 


Fisher of Yale University Wednesday 
night said that the monetary policy of 
President Roosevelt "is substantially 
right." 


He spoke at a meeting of the Amer- 


ican Academy of Political and Social 
Science with Senator Elmer Thomas 
ol Oklahoma. The senator said he 
was "as much opposed to inflation- 
tile improper, excessive and over-issue 
of either currency or credit—as any 
money changer in Wall street." 


Professor Fisher said that the core 


of President Roosevelt's monetary pol- 
icy is contained in his address to the 
London Eccnomic Conference July 3, 
in which (he president said: 


"The United Slates of America seeks 


the kind of a dollar which a gen era- 


n hence w i l l have Hie same pur- 


chasing power and debt-paying power 
us the dollar we hope to attain in the 
near future." 


"The central point of this policy is 


stabilization, 
but 
not 
stabilization 


relative to nold nor in terms of for- 
eign exchange." Professor Fisher said. 


"There is n,-: mystery at all about 


the president's objectives. But to the 


Dr. Sprague, it should be said in 


fairness, hns spent a life-time in learn- 
ing the intricacies of finance, serving 
first I1S advisor to the British Empire, 
then to Mr. Roosevelt. 


But an expert taken out of the only 


sphere he knows anything about, must 
be both amazed and frightened. 


Dr. Sprague understands world-fi- 


nance ns played in the modern man- 
ner, with gold as the sole standard of 
value. 


Now the world could carry on its 


business with any other standard, if 
it chose to, and if all nations agreed to 
that new standard. 


But neither nations nor the individ- 


ual bankers within a nation seem to 
be able to agree—atid therefore we 
arc in the unhappy position of an in- 
ternational football game 
in which 


each team is attempting to ploy by its 
own rules.

4lwJ|shas. risen.up. in, cv4scy.-panic to try 
the souls of men—the little-known fact 
that while money seems all alike to 
us, there are really 
two kinds of 


money. There is the money we use 
while grubbing for an everyday ex- 
istence—and then there is the money 
we lay aside for a rainy day. 


America made so much money dur- 


ing the war and post-war booms that 
a lot of that money turns out to be 
counterfeit now that we attempt to 
cash in or our savings. And because 
of this fright, the very life-giving ac- 
tivity of trade and industry is par- 
alyzed. 


Not only America but the world is 


confronted 
with 
the 
necessity of 


choosing between 
depreciating her 


accumulated 
but partly-counterfeit 


savings, or continuing with a bank- 
rupt's living. 


There will be some compromise, of 


course. 


Mr. Roosevelt's idea is to substitute 


for the gold standard an index of 
prices on a thousand kinds of goods, 
changing the value of the dollar from 
time to time to avoid too great an in- 
crease in price, or too sharp a de- 
cline. 


The rest of the world is watching 


him. 
If America succeeds, the British 


may follow our lead—and France and 
her gold bloc allies would eventually 
have to join. 


If Roosevelt fails, some adjustment 


will be necessary between nations, 
followed by eventual return to the 
gold standard.

A Mysterious Crime

and several members of her strange 
household were held Wednesday night 
as an investigation progressed into the 
bizarre murder late Tuesday night of 
Dr. Wynekoop's daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Rheta Gardner Wynekoop.

Most important discovery of the day 


was that the G2-year-old physician, a 
member of-the important medical so- 
cities and kin of five other physicians, 
had procured a $5,000 insurance policy 
on her daughter-in-law's life only a 
week ago, paying the first premium 
from her own purse and having her- 
self named beneficiary. The policy car- 
ried a double indemnity clause, which, 
in the event of Rheta's violent death 
would pay Dr. Wynekoop $10,000. 


Disclosure of the insurance policy 


was made by an official of the New 
York Life Insurance Company, while 
Dr, Wynekoop was denying from the 
witness chair at the inquest that her 
daughter-in-law had any insurance. 


Other Deaths Recalled 
i 


The sinister atmosphere was deepen- 


ed when gossiping neighbors, assemb- 
led at the inquest into Rheta Wyne- 
koop's death, began to recall the cir- 
cumstances surrounding four oilier 
deaths occurring there in the past 
four years. 


The first of these deaths, as the 


neighbors recalled them, was that of 
the woman physician's husband, Dr. 
Frank E. Wynekoop, a man of appar- 
ent strong constitution, who suddenly 
sickened and died in the fall of 1U29. 
The second was that of an adopted 
daughter, Mary Louise, whose death in 
1930 occasioned less comment, she hav- 
ing been less robust than her foster 
father. 


The third was that of Miss Cather- 


ine Porter, a spinister of Dr. Wyne- 
koop's own age, whom Dr. Wynekoop 
had treated for heart disease and can- 
cer and who, according to the neigh- 
bors, had shared a $2,000 bank account 
with Dr. Wynekoop. Police were in- 
vestigating a story that Miss Porter's 
body had been cremated at the doc- 
tor's order within a day of her death 
and that th-j deceased woman's broth- 
er, Jarnes Porter, subsequently had

He also asserted the Rock Island paid

L.orc\ Baltimore if on such an anni- 
versary we paid no tribute to this, his 
greatest contribution to America, a 
tree America. May we in our own 
fights for things which we know to be 
right, fight as ably and as successfully 
as he did, 300 years ago, for we have 
our own fights to wage not against the 
same foe, which he beat 
down, but 


against other foes just as obstinate 
and just as powerful and just as in- 
tolerant of things we fight for today. 


"And so, my friends, I hope that 


this 300-year anniversary of the found- 
ing of Maryland which will go on from 
now through the year 1934 will be a 
succes not only for those who par- 
take in it but also will be a reminder 
to people throughout the United States 
of the great fight that Lord Baltimore 
made three centuries ago for religious 
freedom in America."
